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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matterwhich the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is uncertain which composition the molecular weight refers 
to in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2& 4-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kohtaki et al in view of Sugiyama et al. Kohtaki et al teaches a flowability- improving 

agent such as a small inorganic fine particles with a toner having a binder, wax and 

colorant. The binder can have a maleic anhydride to improve the fixability and 

chargeability of the toner note Col. 9 and 10. Polyester resins are shown as the binder 
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note Col. 14 having different molecular weights. The release agent such as wax is 
taught in Col. 16. Kohtaki et al fails to teach the maleic ester as a component of the 
polymer in the binder. Sugiyama Col. 17 lines 40-55 teaches the use maleic acid esters 
and anhydrides as a stabilizer for the toner particles. It would be obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation 
of success to use the binder stabilizers of Sugiyama et al to stabilize the toner 
composition of Kohtaki et al which has the wax esters in the toner. 
5. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Independent claims 17 and 18 would be allowable if 
the amount of maleic anhydride in the copolymer were included as noted in [0021] of 
applicants' specification.
